The 
instinct of the European and American financiers 
bas guidedthom rightly inthis instance. Japan. 
has now been fighting for her life for more than, 
twelve months. and sho can go into. the money 
markets of th».world upon her own terns. Her 
present position is a conclusive testimony to the 
confidence of those who hold the int+rnational 
purse-strings.inthe prospective_resourc: 
the country,'as woll‘as to their conviction of 
the loyalty of the population. and their de- 
termination to stand by the Government. 
The war with Russia may be further pro- 
longed, or it may come to a close earlier than 
is uxpected, but in either event there is no 
doubt of its ultimate iseue. Jopan' not only 
shows no -sizn of exhaustion, but she can 
Yook forward with hope to the future, for 
which she has provided so wisely, and-fonght 
so gallantly.. There is one ‘asset in her 
assured coming prosrerity which has, per- 
haps, not received sufficient attention. Her 
nearest neighbour iss lund teeming with poople, 
and ponsessing enormous undeveloped resources. 
It will be in the power of Japan, after her 
ponding contest ia finished, to utilise the trade 
of China to 8 degrea which may well prove 
astonishing. That her statesmen will know 
how to.mnke the best of her opportunity is 
guaranteed. by the sayacity with which, sioce 
the China-Japanese war, they have managed 
their relations with the Celestial Empire.—
